POURING IN. 
THE IMMIGRANTS. 

Special Dispatch to TW Chicago Tribune. 
New Yorn, Maren -A great deal of 
interest is being excited by the constantly in- 
creasing numbers of immigrants weekly ar- 
riving at and passing through Castle Garden. 
The summer tide is flowing Americaward 
with a force and volume that are both . 
resistible and surprising. Every steamer 
that comes in is burdened with men, women, 
and children seeking new and prosperous 
homes, and the great majority of them are 
daily pouring out towards the illimitable 
West. The Superintendent at Castle Garden 
estimates that this year nearly 50,000 imml- 
grants will enter the Port of New York alone. 
There may be 530,000 or upward by way 
of Philadelphia Boston, Baltimore, and the 
Southern ports. This estimate is based on 
the numbers already arrived since Jan. 1, 
those arriving now by night and day, and in- 

formation communicated from Europe. 

NEVER SINCE 1854 

have there been larger arrivals than in 1880. 
In the former year the number was 319,22. 
The past year it was 327,871. In 1879 there 
were landed only 135,07. This year 
the arrivals have been as follows: Jan- 
uary, 5,677; February, 7,904, this being 
an excess over 1880 of 4,200 in the same tinie. 
Since the ist of March the number is double 
that of last March, It is a curious study to 
note the nationality of these new-comers. 
The Superintendent at Castle Garden tells 
me that, in his opinion, the greatest number 
will come from Germany this year, and that 
they will aggreate 175,000, and these will be 
of a good class, wo, such as farmers, for 
the most part, of some means.

The indications point te the probability 

that Mr. Conkling and his Assistant Senator 
from Néw York—Platt—propose to make 
war upon the Administration because of the 
appointment of Judge Robertsonas Collector 
of New York City. These gentlemen are 
said to demand the withdrawal of Robert- 
son’s name in order that the President shali 
thus furnish undoubted evidence to the 
country of the surrender of his constitutlon- 
al privilege to them so faras New York ap- 
pointments go. It is simple folly to presume 
for one moment that President Garfield will 
aecede to any such demand. It would be 
the most humiliating submission ever made 
by any President of the United States. 
Pierce and Buchanan yielded to the dicta- 
tion of the oligarchy of the South: but in 
those eases it was the domination of a great 
section, and not ofany single individual, that 
was recognized. In the meantime, and proba- 
bly under the condition that Garfield will not 
stultify and weaken his Administration at 
the very outset, the New York Boss is re- 
ported as stirring up dissension in the Sen- 
ate, secking alllances with the Democrats, 
and endeavoring by all manner of devices to 
assure the rejection of Judge Robertson’s 
nomination.

England probably has in 
the neighborhood of 8100, 000, 000 of silver 
coin in circulation, which the purpose 
of legal tender in small and 
bears the relation of 18 to 1 of gold. En- 
gland would hardly consent, and certainly 
would not insist, that a higher ratio be 


te eompel a recoinage of English silver at a 
heavy loss. To agree upon the ratio of 1534 
to 1 would leave all the silver coin of Europe 


hance the value of American coin to afford a 
ready market for it elsewhere or pay the 
cost of recoining to meet the new standard, 
The theory of an international standard is to 
give silver coins an equal and abiding value 
as money all the world over. Such an 
agreement would aceomplish the desiped re- 
sult at the rate of 13 to 1 as easily as at the 
rate of 20 to 1. There are two reasons why 
the rate of 1544 to 1 has the preference 
viz.t (1) Because that is the historical 
ratio, and has been proved t be the 
nearest average value of silver @s com- 
pared with gold; and (2) because it is the 
ratio now in yogue all over the world except 
in the United States, whage it proved to be 
so high before demonetization that the 
American coins disappeared from circula- 
tion. There is ne fear that Mr, Evarte will 
fail to represent the American sentiment as 
to silver fairly and intelligently. He is too 
good a lawyer to do anything else. He goes 
to the Paris Conference as an advocate for 
international recognition of silver as a mone- 
tary agent at a fixed value. If he is deficient 
in his knowledge of the subject he will in- 
form himself, Just as he would in regard to 
any other case he might take in hand. He 
will not proceed in any way likely to damage 
the interests of his client. Moreover, he is 
‘known to have expressed the conviction that 
the new Conference will be suceessful in se- 
curing the purpose in view, and he will take 
a special pride in bringing about the desired 
result, because the Conference is in large 
part due to his own activity in the matter 
while he was still Secretary of State.

GRAB AT THE LAKE-FRONT. 

There is hardly any one of the large cities 
of this country that has not at some time in 
its history been subjected to demands by 
adventurers and speculators claiming owner- 
ship and possession of large tracts of land 
under some pretense of ancient, neglected, 
and forgotten title. New York, Boston, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, Pittsburg, New 
Orleans, Cincinnati, St. Louis, Albany, and 
other older cities have all passed through 
this stage of municipal history, and have at 
great cost and at much disturbance and in- 
convenience been compelled to resist such 
demands in protracted litigation. 

The City of Chieago, though yet eompara- 
tively young in years, has not escaped this 
infliction, It has had at least one case of 
this kind, where an attempt was made and 
vigorously prosecuted to claim title and 
possession of a large and valuable piece of 
land in the city under what is known as the 
Valentine serip. That claim, so far as the 
Courts could do so, has been crushed out by 
the emphatic judgment of the Supreme 
Court of the United States; but that it still 
lives to give further trouble is evidenced by 
the energy with which those Interested in 
it lobbied against the city’s interest in the 
matter of the Lake-Front bill at Washmaton. 
The latest attempt to plunder the City of 
Chicago is now making at Springfield, in the 
Legislature, and should it there reeeive rec- 
ognition, then the City of Chieago. will be- 
come a party to protracted litigation in 
which it will have to defend itself against 
the State of Illinois. 


Some two years ago the Uanal Commis- .

Acting on the strength of this opinion, 
there has been a revival of certain old claims 
against the State preferred by some persons 
who were contractors on the canal some- 
where between 1888 and 1844, The State in 
1837 entered inte the grand scheme of inter- 
nal improvements, in which scheme the 
construction of the canal was included. 
It had hardly got under way. before 
there was a general suspension of all the 
banks in the country. The work was con- 
tinued, however, the canal contractors tak- 
ing what was known as “canal scrip”; this 
scrip the State, so long as it was able to bor- 
row money from its own suspended banks, 
was redeemed, but the bank notes soon depre- 
ciated as much as the scrip, until finally both 
sunk very low, so far as their purchasing power

THE ENGLISE THE IRISH. 

Under the heading ot What Is the Hope for 
Ireland?“ the London Pall Mali Gazette of 
March 12, ope of the most adyanced Liberal 
papers in England, discusses, gropingly, the 
question as to whatean be done with Ireland, 
Like all the English journala, the situahen 
in Ireland is viewed net so much from the 
point of what ought te be done, ner what 
would be just and proper, and what publie 
necessity demands, tut what will be the 
effect of doing all this on England. Nat- 
urally, the answer would be that what is 
just in Ireland will also be just in En- 
gland and Scotiand, and if we find it neces- 
sary to reform mattersin Ireland we must 
be prepared to extend me same reforms so 
far as they are applicable to the same classes 
similarly situated in England and Scotland. 
But such an answer & more difficult than 
Americans suppose. A very large portion of 
the Liberal leaders are of the old Whig class, 
whose streng point has always been the de- 
fense of the landowners. Some of the per- 
sons owning the largest landed estates in 
England and Scotland are members and con- 
spicuous leaders in Liberal party, and 
some of them are members of the Gladstone 
Administration, If the pacification of Ire- 
land require a complete revolution of thé 
feudal tenure by which lands are held in Ire- 
land. and this is now eoneeded, why nota 
like revolution in the land tenures of England 
and Scotland? If the Irish tenant is to be 
clothed with protection against the exacting 
and confiscating demands of the landlords, 
and if he is to be vested with the right of 
owning and holding such lands as he may be 


able to purchase, why not the same protec- 


tion and the same privileges for the Scotch 
and English tenants? 

Thie English Libera] paper points out te 
the English people the popular revolution 
which has taken place in Ireland. It says 
that there used to be two great bodies of 
men who, whatever else they did, contrived 
to control the Lrish people. These were the 
landiords and the elergy. These classes 
were by no means friendly,—in fact were 
hostite; but each represented a consolidat- 
ing influence, binding the mass of people 
into à settled and established community. 
Both landlord and priest were anti-revolu- 
tionary, were anti-republican, and favored 
the English connection. A great change has 
overtaken this condition of affairs, The 
Land act and the ballot have shaken 
the power of the landlords, and new 
legisiation, which on other grounds is inev- 
table, will complete their fall. The Coun- 
ty Board as a ‘substitute for the Grand Jury 
and an equalized franchise will destroy their 
social and politieal control. In like manner 
the ballot has broken the political control of 
the clergy. At the last election the Parnell 
candidates were as successful when opposed 
by the clergy as when supported by them. 
Both landlords and clergy have lost their 
control over the people of Ireland. Unre- 
strained power has been transferred to the 
mags of the people. This is the present con- 
dition of popular sentiment in Ireland. Ire- 
land has been revolutionized from top to 
bottain. This has been accomplished not 
merely by Irish agitators, but by English 
statesmen, Under these circumstances the 
Gagette asks: 

Then, what next? One thingis certain. You 
cau no more repiace the system which is now se 
ra tappl. over 1 the dust, than you 
could restore 611 at RI Southern States, oF 
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the modern period, when reason and human- 
ity have taken the place ef the scaffold, the

massacre of whole communities. Even now, 
when dread of popular sentiment restrains 
the forcible eviction of one or two millions 
of people from the land on which alone they 
must depend for English sentiment 
hesitates whether this admitted act of justice, 
a reform of the land tenure, should be now 
granted, lest English and Scotch tenants 
may ask te have some of thelr hard bur- 
dens removed. . 

Did it ever ereur to the mareantile mind 
of the British public that if the $60,000,000 or 
$70,000,000 of the products ef Irish labor now 
taken away from Ireland annually to pay 
feudal landlords were left in the hands of 
the Irish people there would be that much 
greater market in Ireland for British manu- 
factures; that the surplus earnings of Irish 
labor would be exchanged for the products 
of British labor, and this commercial inter- 
course would be even in a money sense more 
economical than the expenditure for maln- 
taining an army of 90,000 troops and a navy 
of thirty cruisers to keep the people from 
escaping staryation by laboring to produce 
food from the soll? That thereis a deap- 
roeted hatred of British oppression in Ireland 
is unquestionsd, but the way to overcome 
that, if it can ever be overcome, is not by de- 
lay in remeving it, but in the speedy grant to 
these people of the right to exist.

In 
the meautime both belligerents are perfecting 
their military organizations from day to day, 
and their armies confront each other on the 
borders. Turkey, fearfully crippled by the 
late war with Russia, is making beroulean et- 
forts ta place ber army and navy on an excellent 
war footing, But the want of funds sadly in- 
terferes with her attempts in that direction,—so 
much so that the’ congentration of the redifs 
(militia) in the Vilajet ofmyrna has been greatly 
delayed for want of transportation and proper 
commissary stores. Neither can their men-of- 
war leave the Port ot Smyrna for the lack of 
coal, But everything is being done to remedy 
these deficiencies. Preparations for war are en- 
ergeticaliy continued, Extensive orders for 
ammunition, -herdtack, eanned meats, etc., 
have been forwarded to Ameries. Itis the in- 
tention of the Porte to reinforce its army sta- 
tioned in Thessaly, Epirus, and Macedonia until 
it numbers at least 110,000 effective men. 

According to the Prussian Military Weekly, 
which reeelves its news from reliable sources, 
the Greek Department of War is in the hands of 
Gen. Mavromicbalis, who stands also at the 
head of the General Stack. The strength of the 
forces under his command consists in thirty-one 
infantry .regimenta of the line and nine hat- 
tallons of rifles, together 67,55 men; 
three regiments of cavairy, 2,487 men; four regi- 
ments of artillery, with teen batteries or 
ninety-six guns; @ battalion of sappers and 
minera, together 4,000 men; making a total 
strength of the Greek forces, including 5,342 
field police and other troops, of 88,077 men, 6,434 
horses, and 7,100 mules. The same paper con- 
cludes an axtiole on thig subject as follows:

in its review of the British grain trade the 
past week, says: Notwithstanding the un- 
settled weather and the temperatyre of the 
last fortnight,a great deal of sowing has 
been done, but the season is still late, and 
farmers are anxious, Frosty nights and cold 
winds have slightiy affected the young 
wheat. The backwardness, however, is not 
generally favorably regarded en the whole. 
The wheat acreage, which is small, looks 
well. English wheats are still in smal! sup- 
ply on account of the busy season, but the 
facilities for threshing have materially im- 
proved the condition of samples. The-millers’ 
necessities have ereated a demand for

Foreign wheat 
at the close lost the greater portion of Mon- 
day’s advance,—a reduction of fully 5 pence 
being necessary to effect sales.

' DISAGREEMENT. 

In the Lawsen-Labouchere libel case the

JUSTICE COLERIDGE, 

in charge, commented severely on Lawson's 
conduct relative to the personal fracas. The 
question was not whether Lawson was 
a coward in refusing to fight a duel, which 
he had a perfect right to decline, bat wheth- 
er, having acted as he had, he was tile person 
to complain very much of the subsequent 
publ of libel. Lord Coleridge could 
not help thinking that if Lawson refused to 
fight he should have abstained from the sub- 
sequent gross and outrageous insult con- 
tained in the message to Labouchere 
that he had thrashed him like a dog, 
and would, under certain conditions, 
do so again. The Court pointed out the 
account of the fracas which appeared in Truth 
in the form of a letter to Lawson, was a 
quite sufficient ground of indictment for 
libel; even if it had not been published in 
the newspapers. It was, however, published 
after the account emanating from the office 
of the Telegraph, which appeared in the 
Manchester Guardian, and after the account 
had been written by Lawson to the editor of 
Vanity Fair. Lord Coleridge replied that 
the letter was written in a braggadocio tone. 
He showed that Labouchere was, by the

boiler of the Brown Bonnell eld mill in this 
city blew out with terrific force.» In front of 
the head was a heavy cast-iron foot-race, the 
plates of which weigh from 300 ta 400 pounds. 
When the boiler parted the steam rushed 
into the foot-race, and in an instant the two 
ponderous plates were hurled through the 
roof of the mill twenty feet overhead. in 
fall ing of the plates lodged in 
the skylight of a nail factory, beneath whieh 
a number of men were at work at the nail 
machines. The other plate came down 
through the roof of the E mill, some 
yards to the right of the boiler, and lodged 
on the rafters directly over the rolls, at whieh 
the men were at work, The whole end of 
the mill was filled with smoke, dust, and soot: 
and bricks, pieces of iron, and timber were 
hurled about in every direction. The ex- 
plosion made but Iittle noise, but 
in a short time the geene of the dis- 
aster was Visited by thousands, and 
when the smoke and dust cleared away will- 
ing hands were ready to aid in rescuing the 
unfortunate men, whose shrieks of pain 
were heard above the din of the mill. Fol- 
lowing is a list of the injured:

beginning so early and suddenly caught sev- 
eral steamers on mid-stream between Yank- 
ton and Benton; which have been frozen in 
all winter, their loads being taken off by 
team. Indians and old settlers predicted ter- 
rible floods in the spring, but the Yellow- 
stone rise came and went with no damage, 
and then the Tongue River broke up, which 
drowned a few Indians and ponies, but made 
no impression upon the Missouri. However, 
on Mareh 26 the Missouri began to rise, and 
people in Fort Pierre looked to the time 
when they must move from the bottom lands 
quickly, but on this side ne preparations 
were made. ‘The water came higher 
thick. The weather for a few days 
preceding March 27 was very warm, melting 
the snow rapidly, but seeming to have no 
effect upon the lee, During the 2th a fresh 
warm wind from the southwest blew all day 
long up stream at this point, and the gale 
freshened at night. At about midnight the 
ice broke up and began to run out. On the 
morning of the 27th the river presented a 
grand spectacie ot power and terror as it 
rolled along, bringing uvon its troubled 
besom enormous blocks of iee. There 
came. suddenly a perceptible cheek 
to the motion, and simultaneously 
a sudden rise of water amounting to as much 
as four feet in ten minutes, This caused a 
sudden stampede from the lower portion of 
Fort Pierre. A panic seized upon Pierre: 
for, with a sudden jerk, the level of the 
river came up to the level of the 
streets. Then there was rushing to and fro, 
with loud calls for help. Teams were in great 
demand. Household goods were hastily 
thrown into passing vehicles, and all the 


town was soon in motion towards 
the . bluffs, The. water was soen 
three feet deep Boats took the 


place of teams, and by 3 o’clock the water 
was up to the floors of all the houses. From 
the first the ice had remained stationary in 
the channel gorged against the island, Just 
below us one could see the icy wails steadi- 
ly gaining hight at the upper point 
of the island, and as steadily could we see 
the surface of the river rising inch by inch, 
and then it gained upon us continually. 
From the secend-story windows could we 
see the honses in Fort Pierre be 
ing hustied about, crushed, or turned 
over, and also we «ould see 
the people putting up tents and making all 
kinds of camps upon the clay hills, while 
their property and comfortable homes were 
being destroyed,. On one side it was ali 
hurry and bustle, and shelters were 
being provided of every concelyable 
form. One deserves mention. It was 
perched upon the top of the highest hill, and 
consisted of a sheet-lron gamp-stove with 
two joints of pipe and camp-stool, a man, 
and a pistol. Before sundown all had come 
to some order, and the. water reached 
a depth of two and a half feet on 
the floors. As the darkness came on the 
fear on all sides was augmented. At about 
9 p. m. a sudden gush sent the great thick 
ice chunks over the banks above us, 
and they came tearing down among 
the buildings like great sledge-ham- 
mers, and when one would strike 
a house there would be a crash and roar 
which led many to beiieve that the town was 
being torn in pieces. Many who had had 
the temerity te remain in the second stories 
over night began to ring bells, fire guns, 
and win bud calls attract atten- 
tion and seek help to gain 
the friendly bluffs.

Mayor Harrison and the Saloons. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHIcAGO, March 28.—There are 3,209 licensed 
saloons in the City of Chicago. More than one- 
half of these are carried on by law-abiding, de- 
cently-disposed persons, who have families of 
their own, and are as good citizens, at least, as a 
majority of their customers. It is the interest of 
all such persons to have the business of selling 
beer, wine, or spirits conducted in a decent and 
orderly manner. The law has always allowed 
It. and they wish to have it recognized by the 
community asa lawful pursuit. But they are 
conscious that under Mayor Harrison a license 
to sell liquor has been too often a license to keep 
u gambling-den, or a house of prostitution, or a 
school for juvenile criminals. A business which 
is authorized by law,and is capable of being 
transacted in an orderly manner, is thus made 
odious and disreputable through the failure of 
the Mayor to regulate it properly, or to protect 
decent dealers from competition with bawdy- 
houses, gumbiers, and thieves. 

We believe that the well disposed liquor- 
dealers of Chicago, including nearly all those 
who make a speciality of wine and beer, are 
keenly alive to the dis which has been put 
upon them by Mayor Harrison's policy of grant- 
ing indiscriminate licenses to disreputable char- 
ucters. hey see saivons opening up ali around 
them which are only such in name, but which 
are iu fact toli-gates to the pariors of some 
harlot, or traps to catch gudgeons for gumbling- 
helis and thieves’ academies. The profit of these 
institutions and the shame of them does not 
vonsist in domg that which they are directly 
licensed to do, but in the disreputable * annex 
uf whatever kind which the city autborities per- 
mit them to keep. They are iu fact licensed to 
do as they please. And to the extent that they 
flourish they make vending beer disreputable. 

It will not do to — in higu- own noumons 
about ssloon-keeping. We may deplore the fact 
that saloons exist, and declare that it would be 
better for all men to do their drinking at home 
or at drug-stores, or not to do it at all, or to 
forbid the sale of strong al ie liquors by the 
giunes. These are not practical question at the 
present moment. The simple facts are that 
suloous do exist; that they are authorized by 
law; and that they have ught and paid for 
their right to do business. Now, the object of 
licensing them isto give the city the means of 
inspecti and regulating the sule of liquors. 
They are licensed iu the exercise of the police 
power, not marily in that of the taxing 
power. Yet Mayor Harrison bascaused licenses 
to be sold freely to all comers, and no questions 
asked. His object has been to get the most 
sible revenue out of the sale ot liquurs, — not 
to inquire cidsely whether any occupation pro- 
hibited by law is to be carried on under cover of 
the licenses he grants. Nor is this all. When it 
is made upparent to bim that disreputable 
places are run in connection with salouns he 
does not revoke the licenses of the iatter, but 
continues them, and pe permits them 


to renewed. 

The liquor-dealers who do obey the law and 
live up to the requirements of ir licenses are 
obliged to with prostitutes, pimps, and 
thieves. The Mayor puts them alion the «same 
level, and treats them alike.

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Why They Are Purchased at Re- 
ceivers’ Sales. 


Speculation in Assets Usually Con- 
sidered Worthless. 


How the Purchasers of the Paper Manage 
to Make a Profit. 


To one who attends the ordinary “ re- 
ceiver’s sale or “ assignee’s sale,’’—that is, 
the sale of the old claims of a defunct bank, 
a gone-up insurance company, or any other 
like corporation or firm that has degenerated 
into the ranks of the numberless “ has- 
beens,”—the question naturally suggests it- 
self, how do the purchasers propose han- 
dling these claims to realize a profiton their 
investments? To be sure the money invested 
is always a mere trifle compared wich the 
amount of the claim, a note for thousands of 
doliars being sold for as many cents; but it 
would seem that if a claim was worth any- 
thing at all it would be worth something 
nearer its face value than the sum 
for which it is “knocked down” 
at a receiver’s sale. Last Thursday, for 
instance, occurred the Receiver’s sale of 
claims of the old Cook County National 
Bank, when notes, judgments, and so on to 
the amount of about $300,000 were auctioned 
off for something like $1,500, or say one-haif 
of 1 per cent of their face value. The judg- 
ments against one firm aggregated $127,000, 
and they were soid for $37. Now, this firm 
had gone through bankruptcy, and the claim 

WAS CALLED UTTERLY WORTHLESS. 
The firm might resume business again some 
time and amass immense wealth, but still the 
old judgment could not be made to hold 


against them iu a court of law. Although 
$37 was littl money to pay fora fortune 
(on aper), the fortune might pg 
as well have been $1,000,000, and when 
it comes to buying a cigar ora meal of vic- 
tuals the diminutive thirty-seven dollars 
looms into gigantic proportions beside fort- 
unes of this kind. In other words, it would 
appear to the casual observer that money in- 
vested in this way would be, in nine hundred 
| and ninety-nine cases out of every thousand, 
thrown away. 

A reporter of the Tuipune has availed 
himself of an opportunity to ascertain why 
some of these claims are purchased, for 
they are not all purchased on lexzti- 
mate speculation, and also what the 
mode of proceedure is to obtain a profit 
when aclaimis bought solely for the pur- 
poses of reguiar speculation. As arule, how- 
ever, the man who buys paper of this char- 
acter does not care w divulge the secret as 
to how he contemplates working the scheme, 
and it is equally true that a plan which has 
proven successful in one iustance will not 
* ¢o” at all in another. 

At a receiver’s sale one will invariably 
find among the bidders 

A NUMBER OF ATTORNEYS. 
These gentlemen, some of them, represent 
others against whom claims stand, and who 
are willing pay a nominal sum to got 
the claims into their possession, destroy 
them and avoid the possibility of future law- 
suits. They feel a very natural dislike to 
having their paper“ knocked about as worth- 
less stuff, and also fear chat ingthe hands of 
others it might sometime cause them consid- 
erable embarrassment. Then again, other 
attorneys attend these sales to make pur- 
chases for speculative clients. As a rule 
they buy only judgments, and judgments 
that are a lien on property and not subject to 
any prior judgmetts. It must be known 
that a ane thatis a lien on property can 
be held against the property whether the 
original owner has gone through bankrupt- 
cy or not,—provided, of course, there is no 

rior judgment. Ast rule, too, the e 
s unimpro ved. —-vacaut city lots or unculti- 
vated lands, - and having been aban- 
doned by the bankru its, they frequently re- 
main undisturbed for months or years until 

wer's sale has taken place and the 
purchaser of the judgment comes along and 
. CLAIMS [HE LAND. 

At an 7 sale in this city not long 
ago a Judgment for several thou dollars 
was purehased for $17.50. The judgment 
was a lien on 120 acresof land in Iowa, worth 
a great less than the judgment called 
for, but worth more than twenty times what 
it cost the purchaser... He sold it fer $4 an 
acre and had about left after baying up 
back taxes. At anéther assiguee’s sale in 
Chicago a judgment Was sold was a lien 
on a vacant lot on West Indiana street, but 
“ subject to a prior judgment,” according to 
the advertisement of the sale. A shrewd 
attorney had leoked the case up before the 
sale came off, found that there was no priar 
judgment and that the lot was worth about 
3600. The judgment was purchased for $14, 
and the purchaser now owns that lot. Occa- 
sionally the judgments are boughton pure 
chance. The man who buys one in this way 
may find that the property has been gotten 
possession of by some other man on a prior 
judgment, in whicli.case he can either 
abandon the claim, as he ought to do, or he 
can threaten the new owner with litigation 
and possibly make a little money ona com- 
promise. Or he may find that his own judg- 
ment is the prior one, and that the new owner 
has secured the property irregularly. A law- 
suit would probably give the property to the 
second man, but the other one usually gets 
him to 

ACCEPT A FAT COMPROMISE. 


Again, on one of the chance purchases, it 
may be discovered. when too late, that the 
judgment is nota lien on uny property at 
all; in which case the amount paid for it has 
been lost. 

As notes are not a lien on property, and 
are totally without value when the maker or 
makers have gone through bankruptcy, they 
always sell at a very low figure ata receiver’s 
sale. The purchaser usually figures on mak- 
ing a few dollars by selling the note to the 
maker, who wants it “out of the way.” 
Where the maker has not been through 
bankruptcy the note holds against 
him for ten years. He may become rich in 
the meantime and pay it, or some heartless 
buyer may get more than his money back by 
garnishment. 

Instauces have been Known where worth- 
less claims for large amounts have been pur- 
chased by unscrupulous men who use them 
as assets or *‘ collateral” in order to get 
money from their more verdant fellow-men. 

Sometimes the too greedy purchaser of a 
claim will refuse a profitable settlement in 
order to go to law, only to be beaten, and be 
made to stand costs besides.

In deciding nthe kind of pavement to 
recommend for the different streets, the Com- 
mittee hus consulted. pot only economy in the 
first cost, but has also bad due regard to the 
nature and probable amount of the traffic the 
particular street in question will be called upon 
to bear, and has endeavoured to select

which in its judgment was best calculated to 
meet those requirements. 

in all cases where stone block has been rec- 
ommended, either granit, Medina, or Lake Su- 
perior stone be used, but the blocks shull in 
no case be less than four inches in width. Where 
cedar block bas been named, it is understood 
that the blocks shall rest upon a foundation of 
hemlock plank two inches thick, and that the 
gutters shall be of cobbie-stones set in gravel. 

Where macadam is named itis understood 
that there shall be a top dressing. of ut least 
— eee of either crushed granit or of 
gravel. 

Where asphaltum block is specified it is un- 
derstood that it shall be laid on a conerete 
foundation. 

As this furm of pavement is somewhat new to 
Chicago, the Cummittee will state for tbe in- 
formation of those not familiar with it that it is 
the same pavement now laid on Michigan avenue 
between Twenty-first and  Twenty-second 
streets; also, in the alley in the rvar of the Cen- 
tral Music-Hall, corner Randolph and State 
Streets, and a small sample ou the east side of 
State strect, at the crossing of Washington, and 
all purties interested are uested to examine 
the pavement for themselves. This pavement 
has u in use for several years 


IN MANY EASTERN CITIES, 


and seems to be com into general favor 
there. In New York, on Fifth avenue, the block 
in front of the Windsor Hotel has recently been 
pu ved with it. a granit biock pavement be re- 
moved for that purpose. 

This pavement gives good foothold for horses, 
is but little more noisy and certainly much more 
durable than wood, and is free from many other 
objections that are found with the ordinary 
wooden biock, and the Committee has reliable 
assurance that its first cost will be only from 70 
to 80 per cent greater than that of wood. 

In order that the property-owners may make 
for themselves an approximate

of the @provements proposed in front of their 
respective lots, the Committee would state that, 
bused on the present cost of materials and labor, 
the several kinds of pavements would cost about 
as follows: CM 

Stone block. about $2.50 to $3.25 per square 
yard; aspbaltum block, $2.25 to $2.50 per square 
yard; cedar block, $1.25 to $1.50 per square yard: 
macadam, #1.40 to $1.60 per square yard; curb- 
my per lineal foot, 70 to 75 cents per square 
yard. 

On a street eighty feet wide there will be two 
and two-thirds yards, and on a sixty-six foot 
street two and one-ninth yards of pavement for 
each foot of frontage on euch side of the street, 
excepting op streets occupied by railway tracks.

THE NEW MARSHAL REACHES CHICAGO, 

A. M., or “Long,” Jones, the newly-appointed 
United States Marsbai for the Northern District 
of [ilinois, arrived at the Grand Pacific Hotel 
yesterday morning, having left Washington 
Sunday morning. Durm the day he received 
calis from a number of friends who came tocon- 
gratulate him on his victory, and to smoke some 
of his cigars.which were becomingly disposed on 
the dressing-case within easy reach. Among 
the callers was a TRIBUNE reporter, who was re- 
ceived cordially by the iong gentleman from 
Warren. 

„ How do I feel?’ said Mr.Jones. “ Well, I 
will ten you a story. There was once a young 
couple on their bridal tour. The carriage 
bowled along, came toacemetery, and finally 
stopped before a new-made grave. The 
bride was surprised, but said nothing. The 
groom was solemn and said, Didn't you know I 
was married before?’ No, said the bride. * Well, 
I was; and that is my late wife's grave.’ She 
looked at the grave for a while and then said, 
‘Well, I don’t feel sorry ubout it; do you, Char- 
ley?’
